The special train in which the Emper­ 
or Napoleon went with his suit from 
Paris to Salzburg, is described as exceed­ 
ing in comfort and elegance anything of 
the kind that has hitherto beeu known. 
The train consisted of nine carriages, com­ 
municating with each other by tasteful­ 
ly decorated bridges. In the middle was 
a handsome sitting-room, furnished with 
chairs, ottomans, softer, mirrors, pictures, 
clocks and chandeliers.

carnage around him, with clariou voice 
rang out his notes of defiance and vic­ 
tory.

In the pause of the ibunder of the ene­ 
my's cannon,’, they heard the shrill 
“cock-a-doodle-dto,” of the undaunted

We find that transplanting fruit trees 
in the fall Is preferred by many, so far as 
• It relates to apples j,and cherries. For 
pears and smalj treés spring is better. 
Our own experience would make tbe lo­ 
cality, rather than the season, the guide 
in making tbe selection. In upUnds or 
other lands of a naturally dry, sliicious 
nature, we should choose autum n; but 
in moist, heavy, or argillaceous soils, 
spring U undoubtedly the best, without 
reference to the Variety of fruit. -And 
we should adopt this course whether lu 
regard to shade or fruit trees—always ex­ 
' ceptlog evergreens, which we do not 
think do nearly so well in tell os spring. 
The best time to transplanting© tell 
is as-soon as the trees are done growing, 
which can be .determinod by the change 
of tbe leaf. By this early operation the 
roots have time to seize upon tbe soil be­ 
fore winter sets in , and tbe tree is thus 
ready for an early start in the spring, and 
is also better prepared to stand the sever­ 
ities of the wipter. Large trees, es­ 
pecially, should be transplanted very 
1?arly, or not until the ground is frozen 
hard.

' HEA V Y H A R V EST. 


Tbe yield of the year of 1867, in our 
country, is one ofthe most bountiful ever 
gathered. A close and acute observer of 
agricultural matters reports, with regard 
to this harvest, that Illinois is much the 
largest produoer of Indian coru, more 
thou one-sixth of tbe whole crop ofthe 
country bélng grown there, and also the 
largest producer of oats (more than 20 
per cent, of the whole) and of bay more 
than 20 per cent.

New 
York takes the lead in the production of 
barley; about 40 per cent, of tbe whole 
country. Virginia takes the lead in to­ 
bacco; about thirty per cent. New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey to­ 
gether produce two-thirds of alb the rye. 


To R a is e E a r l y T o m a t o e s.—T a k e , 
in November^three joints from a tomato 
vine, place the cutting in a pot or crock, 
covering two of the Joints with rich 
earth, set in the kitchen window—in 
February it will be large enough to 
afford many puttings. Plant these as 
l>efore. 
When the season is right, plant. You 
will have fruit one month, earlier than 
from plants raised Rom seed. 


F r ie d P o t a t o e s.—Pare and cut the 
potatoes, let them stand in cold water 
over night In the morning shake them 
in a dry towel till perfectly drained. 
Then drop theminto very hot fat, enough 
to float them. “’The fat from sheep suet 
is the best. Shake and turn them until 
brown, keeping them very hot. Dip out 
with a skimmer and then salt, a little. 
J f properly done they will be crisp and 
delicious. 


To K e e p M i i *k S w e e t .—A M r. Boyd, 
p correspondent of the Scientific Ameri­ 
can, states that he' has practiced a pecu­ 
liar method with much success, of pre­ 
serving sweet milk in the pans. It sim­ 
ply consists- in placing a;, piece of new 
hammered iron, or three twelve-penny 
nails In each tin pfipi then pour the warm 
milk on them. He Relieves that electri­ 
city has sometlng to do with producing 
the result; he has tried many experi­ 
ments before he bR upon this one, which 
he found ,to preserve the milk sweet for 
a longer time than any other plan tried 
by him.

- G o od W a y o f C o o k in g O n io n s .—It is 
a good plan to boll onions in milk and 
water; it diminishes the strong taste of 
that vegetable.
